But it is not necessary no; possible that all industries should be 
immediately taken over by the Socialist government 

Every branch of prodbeticn controlled by a trust, as well as ill in¬ 
dustries which could k conducted on s similar scale, besides railways, 
telegrAphs, mines, etc., will of course become collective public property 
and will he managed by the national government. 

But there is a whole class of industries (for insianco farming) 

’■ which arc not yet ready to be "worked on this large scale, or which are 
ifliable to be deoentral'x^ by the technical perfection of the methods of 
tzansmitting power. Many small industries have again become possib’e 
on account of the ' nsmission of eltririe pownr. These without a\v 
objection can reir in private kande. I refer to certain petty inda«- 
triaa, la well as to culture. 

In other cases uie Socialist society can give the opportunity for the 
formation of co-operative associations, which together with the model 
industries conducted by the state, will raise the level of the worjiing 
dais to a degree hardly credible at the present time. 

The chief reason why workingmen's co-operative associations have 
been impoMible hitherto, lus even now been partly removed by the 
trusts, and of course will be of still less account at the rise of the poli¬ 
tical power of the proletariat. 

The trusts show how a regulated bu-siness cah be done. The manago- 
xnmit of the co-operntive workingmen’s associatioa of the future srill 
find out what tbe demand is and determine tbe amount and method of 
the production. During the traiuition period the sele of products may 
take place exactly as at present, only subject to regolatioa by the state. 

Id tba traats, the capitalist class even now plays the most snper- 
fluout role in the world. ’ 

Indeed, in tbe trust* the capitalist class are already expropriated to 
a certain extent 

The smaller inveetora who arc tbe ^at majority no longer have 
anything to control, and only draw tbetr proflta. Their itoiastrics are 
apparentlr Qm proper^ of the ttiareholders; but what sort of property 
fa ••utt"'*-whfcfi 0 — Aiitoygt the frdai diapniMtf Thv swa m lessgnr' 
prodttoe whai tiiOT'wiQ, aor at -what price th^ wfll, nor with w^t 
"warkifiai they will; all U prescribed to them by-the management of the 
troat PropHy speaking, they are only profit^ieceivers. 

The triuta are ready now for a change of ownership. 

Bnt Wisconsin has been fi..rcely criticized for a provision in its 
platform to have the nation *1)By out” the traats and pay the net value. 
And yet Karl Kautaky, ‘Emil Ta^ervelde, Wi^lm Liebknecht, and 
•van Sari Harz, speak of compenaation. 

Engels wrote in 1894; “We do not consider the indi-ianity of the 
mpriatm as an imposaibility whatever may be the circamatanceA 
How many times has not Karl Marx expresMd to me tho opinion that 
if we oould bay up the whole crowd, it would really be the cheapest way 
of relieving onnelve* of them.’’ 

'Yandervelde laya: “There is no doobi that the expropriation with¬ 
out indemnity with the resistance, the troubles, the bloody disturbances 
which it wonld not fail to produce, would be in the end most costly.” 
(OoUectiviam, Kerr edition, page 156.) 

... In diacuaring the questkm of compensation, Karl Kautsky, the 
moat radical thrift of the German i^ial-Democracy, aayt: 

“There gte a number of reasons which indicate that a proletarian 
rM(ime will seek the road of eompmtatioie and paymtnt of tile capi- 
taliats and land ownm” (Social Revolution, Kerr edition, page 118.) 

In another place (on page 113) Kantsli^ ieyefC“.A portion of the 
&etori<«, minea, etc., could be $ald directly to the Ittmrers who 'arc 
"Working them, and eonld be henceforth operated eo-operatiTcly; an- 
Etitw portion oould be sold to the eo-operatives of distrmntion, and still 
■Bother to the oommnnitiea or. the states. 

“It ia clear, however, that capital would find its most extensive and 
genaroni purckeser in the «t>te or mnnicipalitiea, and for this very 
reason the majority of indnstries would paaa into pnaeemion of the 
■tetes and mnnieipalities. That the Soelal-Demoerata wboi they rame
